I have a Department letter No.105-2-5 August 
27th., re interior decoration etc., of the day school 
buildings. 


As funds are apparently somewhat short I believe 
that if the school buildings and childrens dining rooms 
only were re-decorated it would be sufficient for this 
year as the residences could stand over for another year, 
or until the exteriors were done. It is estimated that 
this work can be done at a cost of approximately $55.00 
for each of these schools.

K Thank you for your letter of November 2nd, As you have 
asked, we can say from experience that the children could have rice pudding 
two or thrwe times a week until the end of June, if four cases of milk were sup- 
plied. We think there is enough rice for this. Then as co@oa is very 
cheap, twenty five pounds more would give them cocoa on alternate days. ‘This 
with the regular soup and Dbiseuit , would make a very nourishing meal. 


I forgot to mention that the Farm Instructor supplies 
a certain amount of meat from the second week in November until Easter, The 
remaining months , I bought soup ‘ones myself for the last few years, until 
last Baster (1937) , when I was given permission to get $3.00 worth of soup 
bones per month at Paynton. 


All this efficient thought for the reserve is most en- 
couraging to both workers and Indians, especially as the last two or three 
years were unsuslly difficult.

We probably have enough for the 
next two weeks, tt need more for use immediately after the Raster holiday. 
Would you very kindly enquire about this 7? 

We have proved the great value of the mid-day meal, so hope that 
there will be no difficulty in obtaining these supplies.

Please 
let me know if the necessary painting can be done for 
this amount. If so, you should forward a list of 
the paint etc. that will be necessary in order that 
our Purchasing Agent may secure same. It should be 
understood that the total cost of the material and 
labour must not exceed the amount mentioned above.

On a recent visit to Battleford, I discussed the matter of 
the conditions of the Little Pine and Red Pheasant schools with Mr. Mac- 
donald, our Agent, and Dr. Lewis, our Medical Officer at that point. 


The Little Pine School needs a basement and certain repairs, and 
the $900.00 appropriation could be used to good advantage at that point. 
They are, however, in much better condition than the Red Pheasant School. 
This school is badly overcrowded at the present time and a number of 
pupils have had to be turned away owing to lack of space. At the opening 
of the next session there will be at least 50 children who will want to at~- 
tend that school, and there is no doubt that the Red Pheasant School should 
receive first attention. 


At one time, I discussed with Mr. Macdonald the advisability of 
moving the school and residence to a more level péece of ground and to a 
point where water is available, as the water is a question at this point. 
When at Battleford recently, I asked Mr. Macdonald to take a contractor out 
to the school and ascertain in the first place if the buildings could be 
moved, and if so, the approximate cost. I also asked him to get figures on 
extending the school 20 feet, that is, making it 20 feet longer, and putting 
in a full basement. 


I am now in receipt of a letter from Mr, Macdonald in which he 
states that he took a Mr, Wayman, a contractor, out to the school, and he re- 
ported that to move the residence would wreck it, as it is poorly braced and 
hes plaster walls, consequently the idea of moving the buildings must be 
abandoned. 


Mr. Wayman estimated that a 20-foot extension could be put on the

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school, a full basement with an 8-foot ceiling, all cement walls and floor, 
would cost (for material) about $700.00. This would mean using Ten-test 
for the walls of the school, which he claims is cheaper and warmer than 
plaster. 


A good wood-burning furnace would cost $250.00 and labour about 
$150.00, a total of about $1100.00. In explanation of the labour cost 
being so low, I might point out that the Indians have offered to do the 
excavating free for the privilege of using the basement as e Community 
Hall until such time as they can get a Hall of their own, and the work 
could be done largely by Indian carpenters with a white foreman. 


You will note, in your letter of April 26th, that you state the 
appropriation for Little Pine is $900.00 and Thunderchild $125.00, a total 
of $1025.00, of which $75.00 has been spent for a cistern, leaving a balance 
of $950.00 for this work. The estimate for this work is therefore $150.00 
above the appropriation, but in view of the necessity for this work, if it 
would be possible to find the money for it, I would strongly recommend that 
it be done. 


In the meantime, I have advised Mr. Macdonald to make no further 
expenditure on Little Pine or Thunderchild schools until further advised. 


With regard to the water situation, I would say that some time ago 
a well was dug to the depth of 30 feet, when they struck a stone. A small 
quantity of water is in this well, not sufftcient for the purpose, but suf- 
ficient, I would say, to satisfy us that there would be no great difficulty 
in securing water at this point at a little greater depth. 


I would also point out that Mr. Morgan, our teacher, es well as 
Mrs. Morgan, his wife, are carrying on splendid work at this school, both 
among the children and the women. I would plece Little Pine, Red Pheasant 
and Sandy Lake as the firet three day schools in the Province.

Dear Sir: 


IT have for acknowledgment your letter of the 
PSrd instent, in which you intimate that in your judgment 
repairs at the Fed Pheasant School are more urgently 
needec’ than the repairs for which provision was made at 
the Little Pine School. 


I note with interest your reference to the 
site of the "ec Pheasant School and the advisability of 
heving this school established on « more suitable lLoeation. 
If the present site is unsuitable, I hesitete to proceed 
with repoirs until the condition is remedied. Tf have been 
wondering if it would not be advisable to proceed with the 
repairs at the Little Pine School this year, on the under- 
standing that a fully modern school with full basement 
accommodation would be built to take the place of the Red 
Pheasant School next year. If the new school were built 
during the holiday season, a certain amount of the lunber 
at the present school could no doubt be utilized. However, 
if you consider the present site is reasonably suitable, 

I can see no serious objection to the expenditure of money 
on the Red Pheasant rather than the Little Pine School. 

I shall be gied to have an expression of opinion from you, 
with respect to this matter, just as soon as you can 
conveniently sen’ it forward.

With reference to your letter of the 
17th instant regarding the repairs at the Little 
Pine Indian day school Mr. Gus Shrank of Paynton 
Sask., may be engaged to supervise the work required. 


Mr. Hoey is absent on holidays at the 
present time and on reviewing the file I cannot find 
any authority having been given to Mr. Ostrander to 
proceed with the repairs at Little Pine. The only 
letter on file that I have been able to locate is 
Mr. Hoey's letter to you dated May 31. In this letter 
Mr. Hoey expressed the opinion that it would be ad- 
visable to proceed with the repairs at the Little Pine 
school this year. 


As yet we have not received any request 
from the Agent for the material required and if thie 
costs over $50.00 purchase would have to be made through 
our Purchasing Branch.

When the Family Allowanwe Act goes into effect, no 
doubt we will have larger enrollments at the Day Schools. Will 
it be the policy of the department to continue providing supplies 
for the mid-day meal, or will same be Gisecontinued, and for the 
perents of children attending school to provide lunches out of 
the money they will receive under the Act? 


With the increased attendances the teachers will not be 
able to supervise the preparation of meals as has been the case 
in the past, without interfering with class work. We would 
also have to provide more cooking utensils, and perheps engage 
help prepsring meals and cleaning upe 


Now would be the opportune time to advise parents they 
will have to assume the respunsibility of providing lunches for 
children attending school. Teachers would be able to check 
lunch kits, and if suitable lunches were not furnished, we would 
then be able to take the question un with porents and insist that 
better food be provided. Failing to follow out instructions 
of either Teacher or Farming Instructor, a recommendation would 
then be msde that allowances be discontinued. 


I would be in favour of providing a hot drink of cocoa 
to pupils with their lunch, which would not be too much for the 
teacher to prepare. , ’

In checking the September quarter return, 
of the Little Pine Indian Day School, it is noted that 
the teacher states we have refused supplies for midday 
meal purposes. This is not a fact, as we have already 
ordered the nutritional biscuits, which I presume have 
reached the school. 


However, I reviewed our file and find 
that on May 19 I wrote you a letter, acknowledging 
receipt of a requisition which had just been received 
for various supplies for the Little Pines School. While 
we Later purchased the paint and lumber, it now appears 
that I neglected to authorize the following items:- 


1 wash board, 1 wash tub, 1 boiler, 

10 bars of soap, 1 pane of glass, for front door, 
1 pkg. tacks, 2 cases milk, 

10 lbs. cocoa, 50 lbs. sugar. 


The Department is not discontinuing the provision of mid- 
| meal supplies, but we are not increasing the amounts 
allowed in previous years, It is reasonable to suppose 
that with the payment of family allowances the Indian 
children will be receiving better food and consequently 
will not require so much at the noondey meal, or, if 
they do, they will be able to bring it from home. In 
the present case, it was simply an oversight.

I have been reviewing the payments we have made 
in the last year for hauling water at the Little Pine 
School. The rate per month was $3.00, but on June 26, 
1945, you forwarded voucher No. 94 for a total of $6.00 
for hauling water for the months of May end June. This 
voucher was correct. The next voucher you issued for this 
service wss voucher No. 321. On this voucher you requested 
payment for hauling water for the months of September and 
October, for a total of $12.00, or $6.00 a month, In other 
words, you doubled the amount previously allowed, without 
any authority. We have paid at the six dollar rate since 
that time.

The approach of winter bringe the problem of the 
transportation on Little Pine Indian Beserve, for pupils. 
the last ten yeurs the people on Little Pine have moved so 
the Day School that it is now found necessary to have two spleighs and 
drivers instead of one. One driver picks up ciildren east of 
the school and then has to cross the river for four families over 
there. The other driver gathers childrem from the west and south. 


These trips would not be so long if the pe ple lived in 
settlements but the houses are all scattered around the hills and 
valley, and the drivers must run.a zig-zag course to reach all the 
homes, adding wiles to their trips. This necessitates a very early 
start for them in the morning, and a late arrival home at night. 


a boy of twelve lives across the river, four miles from 
the school. Boys of thirteen, twelve, eleven, nine ane eight, and 
a girl of seven live «cross the river about three miles from sc..ocol. 


Down the valley, west of the school, live boys of eight and 
seven, with three miles to come, another of seven has nearly two mil es. 
South-we:t, with three and a half miles to walk are a girl of four- 
teen and two of seven, Within a mile radius of the school are about 
seven children from nine to twelve years. ast of the school, with 
about one and three quarter miles to walk are boys of fourteen, nine 
and eight, and girls of thirteen, twelve and eleven, 


Because of great distances to truvel to reach the scattered 
homes, and the badly drifted trails which are hard on their horses, 
the drivers will not do the work for less than 75 cents a trip. This 
means $1.50 each, a day, or a total of $3.00 a teaching day. 


at present thirty children, including one white boy, are 
attending school very regularly, and for the good of the children and 
the progress of the school I would like them to continue to attend. 
There are akout twelve in school under nine years of age ana I expect 


most of them would be most irregular in attendance after the snow 


The snow 
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the x, comes, because of roads, cold and distance, 


Bad weather is usually from November till March, inclusive, 
and I feel if the transportation could be extended from the 
present period, to cover four months, November, December, January, 
February, that the attendance, so vital to any school would be 
very greatly improved on Little Pine Reserve, This would be 
roughly 75 teaching days, at $5.00 per day, or a total of $225.00 
for the season. 


I would strongly recommend that authority be granted to 
engage drivers to tha amount of $225.00, as we have afirst class 
teacher in Mrs. Sprague who should be given every encburagement in 


hwr work as teacher.

The conditions may be more severe on your 
reserve and might justify transportation. The Depart- 
ment has decided to allow you the amount you request, 
namely $225.00. 


However, we wish a very careful telly kept 
of the attendance so that you will be able to supply 
us with a report at the end of March next showing how 
meny children attended school regularly as a result 
of providing transportation.

On this account, in 
each of the enclosed lists, I have shewn the ages of the 
children so that the Probable attendance may be ascertained. 
The great majority of the people belong to the R. G. Church, 
but do not seem particular as to which denomination the 
school should be under,- €. of E. or R. G.= The C. of Ee 
was the Protestant denomination spoken of; the Protestant 
boariing-school at Onion Lake being under that denomination, 
and the one these Indians know most about. The Indians a- 
gree to haul the necessary logs, and put up the walls, if 
it be decided to put up a log building, and provided they 
are amply rationed while the work is proceeding, and they 
also offer to whipsaw the lumber that is required. If howe

During my last trip to the reserve I made a house 
to house visit and got full particulars with regard to the 
families and the ages ef the children; since then I have 
drawn a map of the reserve which I enclose herewith. The 
lecation of the Indian houses will be found, with the 
owners names written alongside; also, in red ink, a figure 
indicating the number of children of scheol age belenging 
to that family. It will alse be noticed that the map is 
divided into quarter sections, ene half mile square, so 
that the distance that each child would have te travel to 
reach the preposed site of the scheol ( also shewn ) can 
be readily judged. A few families of this band, Ne. 123, 
are net living on the reserve, but these with children will 
probably move on to it soon after the clese of this winter 
There are 13 children belonging to this reserve already at 
scheol, viz. 1 at High River Industrial Scheol 

l at C. of E. Boarding Scheel, Onien Lake 
11 at R. C. Bearding Scheol bg 
and all the ether children ef scheel age are Catholics, 
the band being almest purely Reman Catholic. I alse en- 
clese a table classifying the children ef scheol age, which 
may be found useful. 

In cennectien with this reserve, I would inferm

It is likely 
that when the Indians have their lumber, they will take up 
new positions on the reserve and be more evenly distributed, 
so that the prepesed position of the school would then be 
mere cenvenient than it appears te be at present. The 
Indians themselves pointed this out te me. 

I explained at each house, the department's pre- 
positien with regard te the scheol, and all with one excep- 
tien welcemed the idea. Nething was said with regard te 
the style ef building, but they have in view the sale ef 
lumber te the department fer its erection; in this matter 
I would say that the legs cut by the Indians are mostly 
12 feet Leng, which might be useful infermatien te the 
department in deciding the measurements ef the building; 
another thing to be remembered is that, whereever the 
lecation may be, it will be necessary te sink a well. 
With regard te the lecation ef the scheel, I would net 
advise that it be determined upon definitely, until it is 
seen what effect the whole matter has upen the band, when 
they have talked it all ever thereughly ameng themselves.

‘These dimensions will 
give floor space for 18 pupils and the required amount 
of air space for 12 pupils; in fact it Would not be 
overcrowded With the largest attendance they have had, 
The owner is apparently satisfied with the rent, as he 
fixed the amount himself.

This school has been 6losed since May 31st, 
last, when the teacher, J. F. Dion, and his wife, who 
ac@ted as matron and instructed the children in sewing, 
resigned, Mr. Dion was paid at the rate of $400.00 per 
annum ad his wife received $100.00. 


Tha building in which the school was conducted 
is owned by an Indian and the Department paid a rental 
of $5.00 per month. ‘The agent recommends that this house 
be purchased at a cost of about $100.00 or $120.00. He 
states that it would be possible to rent it again at the 
former figure.

I have the honour to acknowledge receipt of your 
118-1-1 of the 19th instant, with reference to recruits 
for the Blue Quills Indian Residential School from the 
Long Lake and Frog Lake reserves. 


At present all the children of school age are either 
attending a day school on the reserve or are in residence 
at one of the Indian residential schools at Onion Lake. 
The Department has a day school in operation on each 
reserve with an enrolment of nine and twelve respectively, 
and it is quite obvious that recruits cannot be supplied 
to Blue Quills School without having a very serious 
effect on these and probably result in their closing. 
While our residential schools at Onion Lake have their 
full complement at preamt it was only made possible by 
drafting 98 from the Battleford Agency. These schools 
will be passing out a number of seniors at midsummer 
and more recruits will be needed, but it is quite 
possible that they will be able to get their require- 
ments from the same source. In view of the fact that 
Blue Quills requires recruits and in the interest of 
economy, I would respectfully suggest that the Long 
Lake day school be closed and the nine children enrolled, 
all of whom are Catholics, be transferred to Blue Quills.

With reference to the closing of the Long Lake 
Indian Day School, on the Kehiwin Reserve, No. 123, as from 
June 50th next, I have to say that this action was taken upon 
recommendation of Mr. Agent Hill, Onion Lake, on account of 
the small attendance, The highest enrolment during the present 
school year has been 10 and highest average attendance, 7 
pupils, Frequently, the daily attendance is only three to 
five pupils. 


The teacher, Mr F. Dion, is paid at the rate 
of $65 per teachi ionth, 10%, and Mrs. Dion, assistant 
teacher, receives $20 per shing month, less 10%. The total 
cost of operating school during the past two fiscal years 
has been as follows: 


1931-32 3 $1,272.40 
1932-33 926.52 


The difference in cost was occasioned by the 10% deduction 
in salaries,

It is con- 
sidered that the children of school age could be 
Piaced in the Blue Quilis Indian Residential School, 
as there is ample accommodation for them and this 
school has had difficulty in recruiting up to its 
full number. Our funds this year were so limited, 
that it was necessary to close a number of day 
schools. The Frog Lake School was continued, owing 
to the fact that there was no accommodation for 
these children in the Onion Lake Anglican Indian 
Residential School. At the Cold Lake School, which 
has also been closed, there were very few Indian 
children, and these children can be placed in the 
Blue Quills School.

A flight of stairs, outeide, at the back of the building, 
lead to an upper floor over the classroom and it is in this 
upper room the midday meal is eaten. Most of the work on 
thie building nad been performed by the Indians free, but « 
little finishing work was required to be done, and this I 
agreed with Indian Solomon Youngehief, who is quite a 
carpenter, to pay for. Most of the time ecvered by the ae- 
ecompanying voucher is, however, for work on alterations to 
the o14 schoolhouse to make it suitable for a teacher's re- 
sidemee- There were ceiling joists in this old building bu 
no flooring on them; flooring has now been put down and a 
stairway made leading to this upper room, the whole of whi 
gan now be used as sleeping quarters. Partitions have been 
put in on the ground floor and two suitable living rooms 
have been made. At my last visit to the reserve on October 
7th: the work was not quite sompleted, but the teacher, Mr. 
J. Fe Dion, expressed himself as being well satisfied with 
the work done, and I nave no doubt he is now living in the 
building with his family. 


It was necessary to instell a stove drum to heat 
the upper floor of the Day Sehool; this I instrueted Mr. 
Stephenson, the Farm Instruetor, to purchase locally and 
put in.

on the Long Lake Indian Day School. Original 
on File 115-5-6. Report dated October 19th, 
1926. 


"Buildings are the property of the Dominion 
Indian Department. ‘Two buildings; one a two story 
building used as a school, the other is the teacher's 
residence. The residence needs repairs to make it 
comfortable for winter use. The school house is neat, 
clean, and in good order. A flag and pole are needed. 
The water supply is fairly good. ‘The grounds are at 
a being fenced, and the buildings are being im- 
proved. 


The teaching of knitting, etc., shows results, 
but amount of materials supplied for such teaching, is 
very limited. 


Four window panes needed, and Play Ground 
equipment. 
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Ottawa, November 17th, 1926, 


The Public School Inspector, in a report on his 
recent inspection of the Long Lake Indian Day School, states 
that the teacher's residence needs renairs to make it com- 
fortable for the winter, He also states that a flag and 
pole are needed. 


You may arrange to have any minor repairs required 
made to the residence, in order to have it comfortable, but 
ne large or unnecessary expense should be incurred, 


A flag will be sent you from the Department for 
this school, and you may arrange to have a flag pole erected. 
It ie considered that this could be Gone by the Indians at 
little or no expense. 


The Inspector further ststes that a smal) quantity 
of materials should be supplied for the teaching of sewing, 
knitting, eto, and also that 4 window panes are required. 
You may arrange for the purchase of a small quantity of 
sewing and knitting material and for the window panes, 


The Inspector also states that some Playground 
equipment should be supr lied, You might bring this matter 
to the attention of the Department early next Spring, when 
consideration will then be given to forwarding a smail 
quantity of equipment.

the 6th and found 6 boys and 4 girls present out of an enroll- 
ment of 13. I found the health of the children was good at 
the time of my visit and they presented a clean appearance. 
#our wash basins are provided, as well as separate towels andhey 
are also provided with tooth brushes. wor recreation they 
have one swing, a teeter, foot ball and paseball. ‘they also 
join in organized games under the direction of the teacher. 
The teacher's wife receives $15.00 per month for taking care 
of the school and looki after the cleanliness of the child- 
ren. she also teaches them sewing and knitting. whe teacher 
has a garden and provides the children with vegetable soup 
while the garden stuff lasts. ‘he teacher also supplies milk 
to the children from his own cows and when milk is plentiful 
they boil their biscuits in i There is no mid-day meal 
provided at this schoole he hing given by the Depart- 
ment are two biscuits per day for each child. Many of the 
people on this reserve are poor and there are times when the 
children have very little to eat at home-e ‘here is no doubt 
that the kindness of the teacher in supplementing their mid- 
day meal has added ar y to the attraction of the school for 
the children. I #rancis Dion, the teacher, is a graduate 
of the Onion Lake Residential school. He is very earne st 
his work and has made a great effort to acquire a knowledge 
of teaching methods with a degree of success, which in my 
opinion reflects credit upon him. I found the buildings and 
premises in @ clean and tidy condition. ‘he comfort of the 
teachers dwelling has been added y inthe. the house with 


V joint. he buildings are log and are plastered with mud, 


which, of course, washes off with the summer rains and entails 


considerable amount ot work replastering each year. If this

Mr, Inspector Murison, in a report on his recent inapeotion 
of the Long Lake Indian Day School, states as follows regarding the 
building: 


"The school building was clean and presented « good 
appesrance. Since my last visit this building has been 
Plastered with lime and sand and whitewashed, Only the 
school was replastered with lime and sand. When I suggested 
the replaste cing of these buildings in my last report, in- 
cluded the t= cher's residence, but the Agent apparently was 
under the impression that only the school building was to be 
done, I think that the teacher's residence should be re= 
plastered with lime and sand, It is a difficult matter, 
where they live in houses the year around, to keep them 
looking decent, These buildings would look better if the 
roof and gable ends were painted. The outside closets should 
also be painted, The teacher has asked for doorsteps in 
front of the school, These might be supplied and also one 
large and one small gate, iron, for the fenoe. A new well 
is also required at this schoot The present well does not 
furnish an adequate supply for the us* of the school and 
teacher's residence," 


It is, no doubt, too late this season to have the work 
recommended by the Inspector Carried out, but you should draw the 
various matters referred to by the Inspector to the attention 
of the Department early next spring. You should give an estimate 
of the cost of the labour and material required in having the 
teacher's residence replastered with lime and sund, also in having 
the roof and gable ends and outside closets painted, and in having 
joorsteps inst»lled in front of the school. You should also state 
the cost of supplying a large and 4 small iron gate for the fence, 


You will note what the Inspector states regarding the 
well. You might, when giving information regarding the buildings, 
@lso furnish a report as to what steps you would recommend be 
curried out in providing an adequate supply of water at this 
school and the cost of same, 


In the meantime, it is hoped that conditions will be 
satisfactory for the carrying on of the work and that the teacher 
and pupils will be comfortable during the present winter,

I have your letter of the 15th instant, giving an 
estimate of the cost of material and labour required in 
repairing the teacher's residence, covering the exterior of 
the school building with drop siding and painting both exterior 
and interior. 


In reply I have to say that the Department will approve 
of the expenditure necessary in having this work carried out, 
You may, therefore, arrange to have the following work performed 
ae soon as weather conditions permit: 


Teacher's residence to be replastered with lime and sand, 
Exterior to be painted; also outside closets. 

School building to be covered with drop siding and 
painted both inside ond outside. 

Doorateps in front of school building to be repaired, 


You may also arrange for the purchose of a large and a 
small iron gate for the fence around the school building, 


It is noted that you estimate the total cost of the 
material and labour in carrying out the above work to be 
approximately $381.00. You should arrange for the purchase of 
all the material required and for the labour in having the work 
carried out, and you should see that a satisfactory job is 
completed and all expense kept as low as possible, 


After thie work has been completed, you should forward 
accounts, in duplicate, properly certified, covering the ex- 
penditure inourred in the purchase of the material and for the 
labour in oarrying out the work.

I have the honour to refer to the lest paragraph 
of your letter of Varch 26th, last, ‘Yo, 115.5-5, with 
respect to a well for the Long Lake Indian Day School 
at this Agency. 


I had heard of 4s man with a well boring outfit 
at Heinsburg, 2 smell town situated to the south of, 
and between, the “rog Lake and Long Lake Indian Pe- 
serves; 80, on the 27th. instant, I visited him and 
obtained his prices for boring a well t feet in dis- 
meter, These are * 2.25 per foot for the first 50 feet 
With an increase of 25y per foot for every additional 
20 feet. At this rate, and estimating the depth of the 
well at 75 feet, the cost would be * 195,00; which, to- 
gether with the cost of the cribbing, $30,00, would 
bring the total cost to * 225,00, hat think it 
will be found necessary to go so deep as 75 feet for 
water, but thought it safer to estimate at that depth. 


If the Department decides to authorize me to have 
this well made for the Long Lake School, it might be 
well to consider having one made at the same time for 
the Frog Lake Day School. This school has never had an 
adequete water supply, although several shallow wells 
have been dug there. I belivwe that the cost of s well 
for this school would be, approximetely, the same os 
that for the Long Lake School,

We note that the approximate cost, 
including eribbing, will be approximately $225, depending on the 
depth to which the well will have to be bored. You may also 
arrange for the purchase and inetallation of a pump of a suitable 
type, if same is required, and you should se that the well is 
gatigfactorily completed in all respects and that there is an ample 
aupply of water for school usé, 


Relative to the boring of a well by the same outfit, 

and ut the game cost, at the Frog Lake Indian Day School, I have 
to gay that the Department will also approve of your arranging 
to have a well bored at this school. It is hoped that it will 
not be necessary to expend any larger amount in having the work 
done ut thie sohool than at the Long Lake Sohool. You may also 
arrange for the purchase and installation of 4 pump, if some is 
required, 


The Department will leave the matter of having the wells 
satisfactorily completed at both the above schools in your hands 
to have the work carried out at the least possible expenae, and 
after these wells have been bored, you should forward agcounts, in 
duplicate, covert the expenditure ineurred for each school

I have the honour to enclose herewith 
Voucher Noe 255, amounting to $ 239-25, for a well 
for the Long Lake Indian Day school; and also a 
letter which Mr. Warne, the farming instructor at 
that reserve, hes sent me with reference to having a 
well drilled at the farmhouse there. 

Some seven or eight years ago a well 
was bored at the Long Lake farm, and the water was 
good for some time, but afterwards became very alkali, 
and is still so and cannot be used. This well also 
is 75 feet deep, and experience with this and other 
wells in the district has proved to us that the 
alkali comes into the well about 40 feet from the 
surface and runs into the good water, which is deeper, 
and spoile it; and it seems that the only way to 
overcome this difficulty is to have a well drilled, 
like the one just completed at the school, 
drive an iron casing past the alkali, thus shutting 
it off, Gown into the good water which lies at a 
depth of about 75 feet. 

If the Department consents to allow 
me to have a well made at the farmhouse, I would 
ask it to kindly wire me, ae the outfit is being 
left on the reserve for the present. I may add 
that if I had known of the success which we would 
have in obtaining water at the school on this 
reserve, I would have placed an item in my estimates 
to cover the cost of a well for the farmhouse. 

I should add that the cost cf drilling 
this well will be, approximately, the same as at 
the school.

Inspector Murison's Report on Schools in the 
Onion Lake encye 


Dear Mr. Graham:- Rrra 


I beg to submit the following report 
on the three day schools and two residential schools 
in the Onion Lake Agency which I visited recently. 
I will report on these schools in the order of their 
visitations. 
LONG LAKE DAY SCHOOL. 

This school is situated on the Keeheewin 
Reserve. The classroom is a 1$ story log building, and 
is quite well adapted for its purpose. It is roomy and 
well lighted, and I found it ina cleanly condition. 
There are 5 boys and 5 girls enrolled, 8 of whom were 
present on the day of my visit. The average attendance 
is 5. 

I found the children clean and healthy 
looking. Three wash basins and individual towels are 
Provided in the classroom. A mid-day meal, consisting 


of soup and biscuits, is given the children. This is 


prepared by the teacher's wife who also gives them 


instruction in knitting and sewing. The children are 
also given instruction in gardening during the summer, 
Por recreation they have a football and a teeter, which 
is also used as a merry-go-round. 

They have a good well 24 ft, deep with 


an ample supply of excellent water. The teacher asked

if he might be provided with 4 wooden pump as his 
present iron pump head freezes up in winter. I pointed 
out that all that is necessary will be the wooden pump 
head, which is an inexpensive matter. 

The teacher, Francis Dion, is an ex-pupil 
of the Onion Lake ReC. Residential School. He is a man 
of good habits and is earnest in his work. The trouble 
at day schools on outlying reserves, where the Indians 
devote a great deal of their time to hunting and trapping, 
is the intermittent attendance, and it cannot be expected 
that a teacher, not matter how well qualified, could get 
satisfactory results under those conditions. 

I found the premises in a tidy condition, 


and the fence in good repair.

I beg to submit the following report of a 
visit I mad@ to the Residential and Day Schools in the Onion 
Lake Agency during the month of October last. 

LONG LAKE DAY SCHOOL 

I visited this school on the 7th March last and 
again on the 18th of October. On both occasions I found the 
school in a clean and tidy condition. ‘fhe children were well 
clothed and presented a clean and healthy appearance. On my 
last visit I found five boys and four girls in attendance, 
their ages ranging from five to eight and one half years. As 
the Indians of this Band still follow their avocation of 
hunting and trapping in season as a means of livelihood, the 
attendance varies; the average attendance during the cold 
winter months being better than during the fall. In February 
lest the average attendance was eight. In October it was 4.84. 
Apart from the classroom work, the girls are taught knitting 
and sewing by the teacher's wife. 

A garden, comprising one and one half acres of 
land, is kept in good condition and the boys assist with the 
work of weeding etc. during the summer months. During the 
winter months the children are given a hot bowl of vegetable 
soup; the produce of the garden being utilized in this way. 
In my opinion, providing this soup is a valuable feature in 

- maintaining the health -

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maintaining the health of the children. They have in addition 

two biscuits each. The cost of providing the small quantity of 
meat required for the soup is very low and I feel that the soup 

is of much greater value to the children than other hots drinks 
which have been suggested, such as cocoa, milk etc. I was 
informed by one of our Day School teachers that when the children 
return from their summer vacation, many of them are found with 
skin infections and after a few weeks at school, receiving a 

large bowl of hot soup daily, their skin clears up and their 
health improves. Indians, as a rule, are not vegetable eaters 

and the only vegetables that many of these children get regularily 
are what they get at the school in their soup. I can remember 
very well that when the question of supplying 4 hot drink for 

the children during the winter months was first suggested, the 
intention was simply to provide a hot bowl of soup to supplement 
the biscuits during the cold weather; but this privilege was taken 
advantage of at many points and 4& full mid-day meal provided 
requiring the services of additional help. It is not my idea to 
provide a mid-day meal, but I certainly would recommend that 

where a hot drink is being provided for the children, soup would 
be much more valuable and beneficial to the children than cocoa 

or tea, and the cost is very little, if any, greater. The 
vegetables required can be raised at the school, so the only cost 
entailed would be some cheap joints of meat. This can be obtained 
very cheaply at the present time. 

The Teacher, Mr. Francis Dion, is an ex-pupil of 
the Onion Lake Re C. Residential School. ‘he Provincial School 
Inspectors have taken an interest in this man and have given him 
valuable instruction which he has taken advantage of and they 
speak quite favorably regarding his work. He is a good influence 
on the Reserve. 


- <A women's circle - 
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A women's circle has been formed and meetings 
are held weekly in the upstairs room at the school, which are 
supervised by the Farming Instructor's and Teacher's wives. 
This brings the women together. ‘They engage at sewing and 
knitting. This is having a good effect on the social life of 
the Reserve and tends to increase the interest taken in the 


manner in which they keep their homes.

He stated there were twenty-eight youngsters 
attending and that all were doing reasonably well, but 
that they were poorly clad and undernourished. I am 
asking Welfare to assist with some clothing, because the 
Indians on this Reserve are in rather dire circumstances 
this year. I hope you can continue to give the financial 
assistance that you formerly have given for a mid-day meal. 
I noted that the biscuits had already arrived. 


This school is a log building of ancient variety. 
It must soon be replaced by a better structure, though I 
don't think it has to be anything fancy to get the 
required results.

I have a copy of vour letter to Mr. Taylor of 
August 5th, file 708-5 (E) in which you state that the 
closing date for tenders for the Goodfish Lake School 
is August 50th. 


At the time that I recommended that tenders 
be called without delay, Iwrote Mr. Taylor to ask would 
it not be possible to construct schools at Long Lake and 
Frog Lake at the same time. Although there is a slight 
difference in the plans, contractors would no doubt prefer 
to bid on three schools. 


He replied and stated that plan 888 would be 
suitable at Long Lake and Frog Lake except that at the 
latter the teacher's residence might not be needed. I 
concur except that I would recommend that the teacherage 
be included because the home occupied by the present 
teacher is not very good and is the property of the Church 
of England. Mr. Taylor gtates that three contractors are 
interested in this work.@"In a letter which you will re- 
ceive from me after I have had a complete report from Mr. 
Ragan, it is expected that the day school on the Blood 
Reserve will not be needed as all pupils can be enrolled 
in the residantial schools. Funds which might have been 
set aside for the construction of the said school might 
be used to construct at least one of the above-mentioned 
schools. Kindly let me know what are your reactions to 
this suggestion.

Reference your 613-5(E), & 607-5, of the 5th instant 
to Mr. Gooderham, I beg to submit for your information a map of 
the Long Lake Indian Reserve, givingfamily locations, the present 
location of the Day School, and my recommendation for the new 
School sight, It will be noted on the map that a good many of 
the Families have been living on that side of the Reserve near 
Muriel Lake, but the younger families are now scattering over the 
Reserve as Farming is progressing each year, and I feel if the 
School is more centralized this will keep the indians from congest- 
ing in one area, The homes towards the West and South sides of 
the Reserve are new (built within the past four years). 


Also attached is a list of the parents, School Children, 
their ages, Religion, and the Grades attained. There are a few of 


these children attending the Blue Quills Indian Residential School, 


There is only one draw back to the prorosed sight, and 
that 1s water. It is very easy to get a well on this Reserve, but 
the water is not fit for drinking. At the present school sight 
there 1s no immediate supply of water, and I feel the further west 
on the Reserve we put the School, the better chance we have of 
getting good water. 


In view of the fact that there are only two main roads 
across the Reserve, I do not feel that it will be any great diff- 
iculty for children to travel a distance of three miles across 
country. Our better farmers on this Reserve dive on the West and 


South east side of this Reserve, LK fF

Re: Proposed new Day School, Kihiwin Reserve 


I am informed by Mr. Taylor that the Saddle Lake 
well-boring machine found water at 51 ft. on the site of the 
proposed new day school at Long Lake. It is expected that 
he will have sufficient funds remaining in the accountable 
advance for the well at Goodfish to meet all or most of the 
costs of the well at Long Lake. There is 8 ft. of water in 
the well. 


For the benefit of Miss Walton, the well-boring 
machine was then moved over 200 yards and another hole was 
sunk to 29 ft. and a good flow of water obtained. It was not 
possible to bore out the last two feet as the water came in 
too rapidly. This well will be used for the Assistant Agent's 
residence and in this way we can have the residence and the 
day school conveniently located side by side in the centre of 
the reserve. Unfortunately I cannot say whether there will be 
sufficient water to operate a pressure system. A copy of this 
letter is being sent to Mr. Taylor with a request that he seek

(1) Well Nodl proposed for the School is 31 
feet in depth with approximately 9 feet of water. This well 
can be dried but will be back to the approximate 9 foot level 
in three hours. The St. Paul Foundry have advised me that 
this supply is more than sufficient to operate a pressure 
system for a Day School end teacher's resideneg. Their figures 
for the usage by a fanily of five,is 4O gals. per day per 
person and it is not likely that more than "0 gals. will be 
used in one day by @ay Schoo] pupils. 


(2) Well No.2 proposed for Agency use is 29 
feet deep with water rising approximately & feet. This well 
can be put down to within 3 feet of the bottom but it has 
not been possible to drain it. According to the St. Paul 
Foundry this well should be suitable for more then domestic 
use. I have also been aivised, by the St. Paul Foundry, 
that,as long as there is 1 foot of water in the well, a 
pressure syetem can be used.

In reply I beg to say that what is always meant 
in the country north of Prince Albert by the "New Reserve" 
is Reserve 106A, William Charles' Reserve, near Sturgeon 
Lake. In reference to this I may say that it is difficult 
to know whether it is advisable in any way to encourage the 
settlement of this reserve by the owners, who are the mem- 
bers of the Montreal Lake and Lac la Ronge bands. Those 

“Sywho are there . Those who are there are making no use of 
the reserve, so far as its soil or resources are concerned, 
except the curing of a small quantity of the native hay for 
sale to the lumber companies. For the most part they are 
addicted to the use of liquor, and avail themselves of 
their favourable situation on the main road to the lumber 
camps and to several northern trading posts to procure 
liquor without having to obtain it from the regular dealers. 

As regards a school, I have occasionally spoken 
on the subject with Ven. Archdeacon McKay, and he entirely 
agrees with me that it would not be wise to encourage the 
settlement of this reserve by the opening of a school.

The establishment of the National Park north of Prince Albert 
and stretching all round Montreal Iake Reserve is rapidly making the 
position of the In dians there untenable, 


They are already beginning to discuss their next move and it 
seems to me that every inducement should be held out to them to 
select the "farming" alternative rather than going up to the North 
end of Montreal Lake to continue "hunting", 


If a good school, just as they have becn promised @ good many 
times, according to their view of the matter, were plante d at the 
New Reserve at once it woul: be @ great inducement to draw them 
from the North of Montreal Lake su. gestion down to the New Reserve 
to start farming and gradually drop the hunting. 


The two White families mentioned are hedged in between the 
Reserve and the border of the National Park and will never have a 
school of their o wn, 

I sincerely hope that a good Day school will be given to 
the New Reserve in good time before the people at Montreal Lake 
begin moving to the North end,

I was sorry to again find Mr. Shaw untidy 
in person. I suppose there is some excuse in the fact 
that he has but one arm. 

I believe that he is interested in his work 
and sincere but he does not fall into the ways of public 
school teachers as readily as the teachers of the other 
Indian schools I visit. In spite of the peculiar 
organization of exercises and considerable disorder, 
the learning process appears to be fairly fertile. 
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I visited this school on the afternoon of 


/ 
Qotober 24th, and found 4 Indien poys and 9 girls in 


attendance, out of an enrolment of 17. There are also 9 


white children from the settlement surrounding she reserve 
enrolled. The children looked healthy and well nourished. 


The average attendance for the month was a little over 10. 


Mr. Henry M. Shaw has been teaching at 
Indian day schools for many years and I consider that he 
is doing satisfactory work at this school. Both he and 
his wife are looked up to by,and have a good influence 
with the Indians on the reserve. 

Since my last visit a fence consisting of 
page wire on tamarac posts with e toprail has been erected 
around the school premises. A small addition has been made 
to the cottage, which is greatly appreciated, and 4 
frame stable has been erected. The stable has not been 
painted. 

The school is situated on an 80 acre plot 
of land and some of the Indians told me that it was the 
intention of the Band to leave this, block of land for the 
use of the school. A small pasture of say about 40 acres 
is required for the teacher's horses and cow during the 
Summer months. As Mrs. Shaw acts as Field Matron, it is 
necessary that she visit the Indian homes and they require 
horses for this purpose. 
gi There has been considerable work done towards 

proving the premises since my last visit and I am sure 
that Mr. Shaw will continue to improve the appearance of 
the premises. Everything seems to be running very smoothly 
at this school. 
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nspector Murison's Report on Carlton Day Schools. 
of 
RIVER DAY SCHOOL. 

This school was closed at the time of * 
my yleit. There are eight boys and ten girls enrolled, 
anid the average attendance is 12.35. Mr. H. W. Shaw is 
the teacher, and he has had many years' service in the 
Indian school work. The school and teacher's dwelling 
are new. I found them clean and tidy, and in a good 
state of repair. The stable requires painting. The 
grounds are surrounded by a neat fence, and the teacher 
has a very excellent garden, The vegetables from this 
will be used to help out the midday lunch for the 
children, All the children of school age on this 


reserve are in attendance here. 
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LITTLE RED RIVER INDIAN DAY SCHOOL, NEW RESERVE. 
Mr. H. W. Shaw, at one time teacher at 


Sturgeon Lake, is now in charge here. 

The register, which is a Provincial school 
register, showed 17 on the roll, and I found 16 present. 
Six white children also attend this school. An Indian 
Department register should be supplied. 

The children are backward and do not speak 
out well. They were clean and fairly well clothed, but, 
almost without exception, their hair was ill kept and untidy. 

The school and residence are new buildings, 
and are protected by a well built fence. 

A large garden had been harvested. A noon- 
day meal is provided by Mrs. Shaw, and the vegetables grown 
are used for this purpose.

I would request that you place the matter before 
the Church Authorities of the Diocese of Saskatchewan, who 
nominated Mr. Shaw for the position as teacher at the Little 
Red River School. I wegre® there is no provision for super~ 
ennuation of teachers of Indian schools. The only amount we 


could provide would be : — equal to two months’ salary,

ities can make arrangements to place Mr. Shaw in some position 
in one of the Anglican residential schools. 


You should also take the matter up with Mr. R. S.

There is no doubt that the best interests of the school 
will be served by a change of teacher, and, should the Depert- 
ment decide to do this, I shall be pleased to nominate his 
successor. 


In the meantime, I again urge the necessity of some 
provision for old age, and suggest that, as no agreement has 
yet been entered into regarding superannuation allowance, it 
would be only fair that a better provision than two months' 
pay should be made for Mr. Shaw.

I regret to report Mrs. George Halkett, No. 101 of the William 
Charles Band, and three of her children suffered burns on the evening 
of the 22nd. Mrs. Halkett and the children were trapped near their 
home, they made several unsuccessful attempts to break through and 
finally returned to their home. Mrs. Halkett reports two of her 
children become panicky and ran out into the fire blazing two hundred 
yaeds away. It was at this time, effecting their rescue, that Mrs. 
Halkett was seriously burned and the two children slightly less 
seriously. It seems after this Mrs. Halkett and her children again 
returned to their home to await their fate. 


I regret to report that several Indians belonging to the Little 
Red River Reserve who were working on that particular front, knew or 
suspected the Halkett's were trapped, but made no effective effort to 
help them or report their fate until Mr. Hino Pringnitz, husband of 
the teacher on the Little Red River Reserve, an employee of the Prince 
Albert National Park, who, on seeing the smeke, proceeded to the 
Reserve and arrived at the fire line near the point where the Halketts 
were trapped. The Indians informed Mr. Pringnitz that they believed 
Mrs. Halkett and her children were trapped, 


Mr. Pringnitz together with his thirteen year old son drove 
his truck through the fire in the direction of the Halkett home. On 
his first attempt the smake was so dense, he did not locate the home. 
On his second attempt he located the house, found the occupants laying 
on the floor in a semi-conscious condition and effected their rescue.. 
The Indians did not accompany Mr. Pringnitz into the blaze. 


Dr. McFadyen, our Medical Officer, reports Mrs. Halkett's conditim 
is still serious, the children it is pleasing to report are recovering 
quite favourably. 


On the 24th it was deemed advisable to vacate the children and 
aged from the Reserve. Mrs. Pringnitz, our teacher, accompained the 
children and remained in charge until the danger hed passed, Through- 
out, Mr. and Mrs. Pringnitz proved themselves to be very competent 
people.

LITTLE RED RIVER DAY SCHOOL. 

I visited this school on liarch 6th. it is 
under the auspices of the Anglican Church and was opened 
on February 18th. 12 Indian and 9 white children are 
enrolled. ‘The average attendance of Indian children for 
the two weeks previous to my visit was 12, being the 
full number enrolled. 

The Indians expressed satisfaction in 
being provided with this school and there appears to be 
evidence that it will be a going concern. I am told that 
the Indians from the north have expressed their intention 
of coming down in the near future and if they do, it may 
be only a short time until this school will be filled to 
its capacity with Indian children. 

The children looked clean and healthy and 
were warmly clad. ‘They bring their own lunches. ‘The 
teacher asked if he might be supplied with biscuits and 
also Drimilk te enable him to give them a warm drink at 
mid-day. He stated that he does not want to institute 
the giving of a mid-day méale 

lire He Me Shaw, the teacher, was transferred 
from Sturgeon Lake, and his wife has been retained at half 
her former salary as Field Matron and is now paid as 
assistant teacher. Her work, however, will largely be 
in the homes on the reserve. 

It was noted that there was no towelling 


or tooth brushes provided. 


This school 
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LITTLE RED RIVER DAY SCHOOL (CONT'D.) 


This school is a new frame building 
22x30 with 2 front entrances and cloakrooms. it is 
lighted with four large windows at the north side and 
heated with stove. The interior walls are lathed, 
plastered and wainscotted. it is furnished with 30 
Single desks and is a very neat and comfortable school 
building. 

The teacher's residence is a small cottage 
divided into a kitchen, dining room and two bedrooms. 
There ere no porches. A summer kitchen should be added 
as the cottage will be very hot during the warm weather. 

A stable has been authorized and the Agent was making 
arrangements for building it at the time of my visit. Good 
water has been obtained at a depth of 34 ft. Material for 
a fence to enclose the school buildings is required, and 
also wire and posts to provide a pasture for the teacher's 


driving horses and cow.

It is sufficient except on a dark day such 
as the day of my visit, when the south side of the room 
was quite insufficiently lighted. It would have been 
quite as easy to get light from the west. ‘The same 
floor space might have been had in a longer and narrower 
room, which would have been much better lighted and 
easier to supervise. It is too bad that a nice new 
school should be built this way.
